This very understandable cause for dis- | 
crimination would be the Old 
Age Pension fund were amended in the ways 
suggested. The employe who was taken on at 
45 to 60 years of age would then be assured 
of enough to live on when he reached the 
age limit.

THE UNRRA report for January 
pointed out the relief shipments 
will cease three months before the 
harvest is gathered in Europe.
